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Biology IH Seminar Classes Go Insect Hunting 


Every year the Biology II 
Seminar classes pack up their 
bags, insect nets in hand, and 
embark on a journey through the 
woods of Courtland High 
School in search of the ever- 
elusive insect world. Some of 
the most sought after insects 
were the dragonfly and, of 
course, the butterfly. The future 
entomologists went to the pond 
and looked for these insects in 
many different ways. These 
methods included swinging the 
nets through the air, sweeping 
the nets through brush, beating 
the trees, and skimming the 
water with the nets. After 
catching the insects, the students 
placed them in jars with cotton 
balls saturated with ethyl 
acetate, also used in fingernail 
polish remover. Once the insects 
were dead, the students pinned 
them on a piece of styrofoam 
and put them on display. The 
students were extra careful to 
place moth balls in their displays 
to keep the mites from eating 
their findings.

Vocational Addition Increases Education Program 


With the intention of expanding the vocational educa- 
tion system, the Spotsylvania Vocational Center will 
increase in size by approximately 60,000 square feet.
